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Senate upholds Ford veto 
on extension of oil prices

Work on the valley’s $16 million 
sewage treatment complex is now 40 per 
cent complete with cost overruns and un­ 
derruns offsetting each other to hold the 
project's overall tab steady. 
Designed to serve Lompoc and 
Vandenberg Village for at least the next 
25 years, the system will be finished and 
ready for shakedown testing by Jan 1, 
1977, Project Engineer David Flood said 
this week 
"We’re ahead of schedule,” Flood 
gauged. "It's going to be a nice plant.” 
There have been several departures 
from the original system design com­ 
pleted by Brown and Caldwell Co. of 
Pasadena 
"They range from some relatively 
significant items down to some changes 
where it seems that there’s more paper 
work than the change is worth,” said 
Barry Gustafson, city public works 
director. 
The first significant change order 
amounted to a project cost cut of about 
$70,000. It involved the elimination from 
the designs of reclamation lines and 
other plant equipment to tie in the Mis­ 
sion Hills sewage system. Lompoc 
Utility Services Co., which serves that 
area, was originally included in the 
regional sewage concept but backed out 
in Nov. 1974, claiming it was unable to 
raise the $300,000 to pay for its share of 
the project. 
The next large change order amounted 
to an estimated $80,000 in extra work to 
dig up the contents of an old, buried gar­ 
bage dump from under the planned loca­ 
tion of one of the new sewage plant’s 
dikes on the Santa Ynez River. Once the 
garbage was removed and hauled to the 
city dump, the area had to be refilled 
with earth suitable to support the dike. 
Tripoli 
battle 
explodes 


ZGHORTA, Lebanon (UPI) - The lull 
in the fighting between rival political 
factions in Tripoli exploded in a hail of 
mortar fire today and the Lebanese 
cabinet met again to decide when to 
move troops in to stop the 18-day-old bat­ 
tle. 
Known casualties reached at least 320, 
when 10 bodies were recovered in the 
morning, witnesses said. 
Hie new outbreak of fighting was 
centered around suburban Kobbah in 
Tripoli, hometown of Premier Rashid 
Karamf and political stronghold of leftist 
Moslem groups. 
Militia units from right-wing Christian 
factions were spread out around Kobbah 
preventing any attempt by Tripoli 
gunmen to move along the five-mile road 
to Zghorta. 
In Beirut, an earlier meeting of the 
six-man cabinet did not result in an an­ 
nouncement on the use of troops. 
There was no fighting around Zghorta 
itself. 
The village was peaceful Wednesday, 
and, except for the presence of hundreds 
of armed men, life appeared normal. 
The villagers stressed that the 
political overtones in the battle 
overshadowed religious issue. 
Fighters said they had been forced to 
take up arms to "protect our property 
from thieves and looters from Tripoli.” 
The Zghorta factions said their units 
had bombarded the heart of Tripoli and 
beaten off an attempt by Tripoli units to 
regain control of the Italian school on the 
outskirts of the city they had captured. 
They said they seized documents show­ 
ing that the leftist groups from Tripoli 
were being supported by Palestinian 
guerrilla units. 
The people of Zghorta were adamant 
that something had to be done to stop the 
conflict from spreading. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) - 
Despite a number of postponements, the 
two spacecraft which make up the Vik­ 
ing mission are finally on their way to 
Mars. Now scientists must hope the vehi­ 
cles stay on course and land on the Red 
Planet next summer without a hitch. 
With two Vikings speeding through 
space, said Dr. John Naugle, an acting 
associate administrator for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
"it has given us a reasonable chance of 
getting at least one of those landers down 
to see what Mars looks like.” 
Viking 2 was launched on schedule at 
2:39 p.m. Tuesday. It is expected to 
reach Mars next Aug. 7 and land Sept. 9, 
when it will start looking for signs of life 
on the Red Planet. 


Its sister spacecraft, Viking 1, lifted 
off Aug. 20 and was 4.8 million miles 
from Earth Tuesday. It should reach 
Mars next June 19 and land in early July, 
which officials hope will be in time for 
the nation’s bicentennial observance 
July 4. 
"I think we have a high probability of 
success now that we have two up,” 
Naugle said. 
But Robert S. Kraemer, NASA’s direc­ 
tor of planetary programs, warned of 
possible problems in landing the vehi- 


"There was no other choice unless you 
wanted to select another site," said City 
Administrator Gene Wählers. 
"That 
stuff had to come out.” 
Brown and Caldwell Co., the con­ 
sulting engineering firm that designed 
the sewer system for the city, had come 
up with some garbage in preliminary 
core samples of the plant site. The firm 
did not make further core tests to deter­ 
mine the extent of the garbage dump. 
According to Gustafson, the percentages 
were against finding as large an obstacle 
as the buried dump turned out to be. 
When bulldozers of the plant contrac­ 
tor, Gentry Rados Co. and earth moving 
contractor David Roberdes Co. ran into 
the vein of garbage while excavating 
the dike foundation, Brown and Caldwell 
quickly authorized the extra work. If the 
engineering firm had waited to ask the 
City Council’s permission to do the ex­ 
cavation. Gustafson said, the contrac­ 
tor’s overhead and standby charges 
would have added another several thou­ 
sand dollars to the cost of the system. 
Gustafson said that even if the 
engineering firm had done the extra core 
samples and discovered the underground 
dump, the garbage would still have had 
to have been removed and replaced with 
dirt. The only difference, he said, would 
have been that this work would have 
been included in the original plans. 
Having this excavation work in the 
original design might have amounted to 
a project cost savings and it might not. 
As a part of the original design, the cost 
of the work would have been subject to 
competitive bidding before the contract 
was awarded. As it was, this price was 
se t by 
n e g o tia tio n a fte r w a r d . 
Competitively bid prices are usually 
lower than negotiated prices. But since 
the $14 million contract for the sewer 
plant was awarded as a unit, competitive 
bidding on the comparatively minor 
amount of earth work may not have 
much of a difference in bid amounts. 
Just after the garbage change order 
came to the council’s attention, the panel 
established a clearing house procedure 
for processing change orders for the 
sewage project. All change orders 
costing 5 per cent of the total project 
cost, or about $70,000, must now be ap­ 
proved by the City Council. The 
remainder may be approved by the city 
change order com m ittee, including 
Gustafson. Wählers and City Councilman 
Emil Scolari.

Congress acts to 
make tapes public 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress 
acted today to make former President 
Richard M. Nixon’s White House tapes 
available for public broadcast despite 
Nixon’s objections. 
The House administration subcommit­ 
tee on printing rejected rules proposed 
by the General Services Administration 
which would have made the tapes 
available to researchers but banned their 
reproduction. 
GSA said it wanted to avoid commer­ 
cial exploitation of the tapes. 
The subcommittee, by a 5-1 vote, 
adopted a resolution and a report which 
said, "That is the risk of a free society. 
It is a risk the Founding Fathers ac­ 
cepted in adopting the free speech 
protections of the First Amendment. 
Any researcher can announce to the 
world the findings of his research.” 
The same resolution was expected to 
come before the Senate Government 
. Operations Committee later today and 
before the Senate for approval later this 
week. 
Under a law adopted late last year, 
GSA was to propose regulations for the 
disposition of the White House tapes and 
42 million other Nixon documents. 
Congress had 90 days to accept or reject 
the proposals. 
Today’s action was the first step 
toward rejection. Disapproval by either 
house makes the proposals invalid.

"The toughest part of the mission is 
ahead — landing in that Mars en­ 
vironment,” he said.

He said the cameras aboard the Vik­ 
ings can detect only objects 200 feet in 
diameter or larger. If the landers land on 
a pile of rocks or atop a big boulder the 
cameras might prove useless. 
To insure the latest launch would go off 
without a hitch, launch officials wearing 
Indian headdresses danced to tom toms 
in nearby Cocoa Beach Monday night and 
buried a knife in the sand to ward off evil 
spirits. 
Although both ships will travel more 
than 505 million miles in a looping 
journey around the sun, Mars was ac­ 
tually only 92.1 million miles from Earth 
at launch time. 
In conducting some 13 different experi­ 
ments, the landers will scoop up Martian 
dirt and test it in built-in laboratories, 
transmit pictures and rejay information 
about the planet’s atmosphere and 
weather. 
Naugle said the $1 billion mission, 
which was delayed 20 days due to a 
variety of technical difficulties at a cost 
of almost $2 million, "has probably given 
us some of the most difficult moments in 
our lives.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
today upheld President Ford’s veto of 
legislation to extend oil price controls 
for six months. 
The vote climaxed Ford’s bitter show­ 
down with Congress over the future of 
the nation’s energy program. 
The effects of the administration vic­ 
tory could result in a doubling of the 
price of about 60 per cent of domestic oil 
unless a compromise with Congress can 
be fashioned to gradually phase out con­ 
trols. 
Ford had proposed a 39-month 
phaseout of controls, which Congress 
rejected. In turn. Ford Tuesday vetoes a 
six-month extension of the controls. 


The controls actually lapsed Sept. 1, 
but oil companies held their prices at 
current levels to determ ine what 
Congress would do

Oil exporting 
countries may 
increase price 


W ASHINGTON ( U P I ) - The 
Organization of Oil Exporting Countries 
will probably raise petroleum prices 10 
to 15 per cent on Oct. 1, a top Treasury 
Department official said today. 
Assistant Treasury Secretary Gerald 
Parsky indicated Saudi Arabia favored1 
holding prices at current levels of about 
$11 per barrel, but he said moderate in­ 
fluences would probably not be enough to 
prevent increases when OPEC’s self- 
imposed nine-month price freeze ex­ 
pires. 
Parsky told reporters he baSed his opi­ 
nions on meetings with OPEC’finance 
ministers at last week’s International 
Monetary Fund meeting in Washington. 
He said he had "some degree of con­ 
fidence that any increase in oil would be 
no more than $1 to $1.50.” 
"I would hope there would be no in­ 
crease,” Parsky said. But he quickly ad­ 
ded that the possibility of no increase 
was slight. 
Despite threats of increases in the 30 
to 35 per cent range from the Shah of 
Iran, Parsky said his head count among 
officials from the other 12 cartel 
members indicated the Shah’s position 
was weak. 
The OPEC oil ministers meet Sept. 24 
in Vienna to discuss pricing.

BOSTON (UPI) — Antibusing ad­ 
vocate Louise Day Hicks called Boston 
"an armed camp” because of court or­ 
dered desegregation today and led a 
march of about 300 praying women up 
Bunker Hill in the troubled Charlestown 
area. 
Schools opened quietly for the third 
consecutive day, with attendance show­ 
ing another increase. About 103 persons 
have been arrested in busing related in­ 
cidents since classes opened under heavy 
police guard Monday. 
No incidents marred the start of the 
wom en’s demonstration today. 
It 
mirrored a similar "Mother’s March" 
Tuesday, when 500 chanting, singing 
mothers, some with children, tested 
police lines around Charlestown High 
School. 
Mrs. Hicks appeared at the head of the 
column, marching three abreast away 
from the school toward a Roman Cathol­ 
ic church A few hours earlier she ap­ 
peared on a morning television news 
show and said Boston was "an armed 
camp ” 
Police blocked side streets leading to 
the school, which was not involved in the 
federal desegregation program last 
year. Newsm en wearing helmets 
hovered near them as a band of young 
men taunted the media. 


"The City of Boston is a very tense, 
frustrated city. It is an armed camp,” 
City Councillor Louise Day Hicks said to­ 
day on a news telecast. "We are 
watching the demise of the great city of 
Boston.” 
Observers said today’s attendance ap­ 
peared about level with the number at­ 
tending Tuesday, when officials said 
enrollment was up over Monday. 
Confrontations have occurred at 
Charlestown High School about noon dur­ 
ing the past two days and in scattered 
areas on both nights. Hundreds of 
mothers challenged police lines Tuesday 
near Charlestown High, pledging to con­ 
tinue their protests until the busing of 
students is halted. 
One young man was arrested Tuesday 
night after police chased him in the 
Charlestown area and discovered 15 
Molotov cocktails on the rear seat of his 
car. 
Six school buses with 126 students — 
about the same number as attending

Farm labor organizers have a 
constitutional right to go on 
private property to recruit un­ 
ion members despite the 
shadow of a federal court 
restraining order 
That was the interpretation 
today, in some quarters, of 
guidelines issued by Santa Bar­ 
bara County District Attorney 
Stanley M Roden in the midst 
of conflicting guidelines on ac­ 
cess to farm lands. The in­ 
terpretation was believed based 
on constitutional rights vested 
in the First Amendment to the 
Constitution 
“Labor organizers who enter 
agriculture property for the 
purpose of contacting farm 
workers will not be prosecuted 
for violations of the state’s 
criminal trespass laws if they 
adhere to criteria established 
by District Attorney Stanley M. 
Roden,” said a statement is­ 
sued to news media 
‘‘The district attorney’s 
guidelines recognize ‘The sanc­ 
tity of private property rights 
will be prosecuted;’ however, a 
‘limited and qualified right to 
peaceful and reasonable access 
to workers in the field’ will be 
permitted provided that they 
do not interfere with the 
employers' business operations 
and normal work production.’ ” 
Criteria set forth by Roden 
declare in part that there will 
be no prosecution if: ‘‘There is 
no reasonable alternative 
method of communication with 
agriculture employes; entry is 
limited to two organizers for 
each work crew or one 
organizer for every 15 workers; 
organizers m ust identify 
themselves; access is confined 
to one hour before the start of 
work; one hour after comple­ 
tion of work, and one hour dur­ 
ing the lunch period.” 
The Roden order was issued 
despite the existence of a 
federal restraining order that 
halted implementation of ac­ 
ce ss g u id e lin e s by the 
Agriculture Labor Relations 
Board two weeks ago in 
Sacramento. 
At least one law enforcement 
official differed from the Roden 
edict Lt. Mike Swan of the 
Santa Maria Sheriff’s Substa­ 
tion said some confusion had 
developed because “we have 
four sets of guidelines.” He 
identified the four as those in 
the original Farm Labor Act 
which became law last month, 
those issued by the ALRB enun­ 
ciating access; the federal 
restraining order that was 
reportedly still in effect today; 
and now Roden's guidelines. 
Swan said his department 
was prepared to issue a citation 
on the first offense based on a 
property owner’s complaint, 
but would make an arrest if the 
same person trespassed a se­ 
cond time. Four citations were 
issued to farm organizers who 
trespassed during August in the 
Lompoc area and there were 
two arrests—all before the ac­ 
cess guidelines issued by the 
ALRB. There were eight or 
nine such cases in the Santa 
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Maria area, according to Swan, 
during the same period 
Swan conceded there was 
‘‘some slight difference” 


between the edict by Roden and 
the enforcement by the Sherif­ 
f's department, but said it was 
not substantive. 


Meanwhile that “slight” dif­ 
ference hung like a cloud over 
the farm labor scene and ef­ 
forts to enforce the law fairly.

A number of change orders 
have been informally approved 
by Gustafson’s office and by 
Brown and Caldwell thus far, 
according to the public works 
director. None have worked 
their way through the paper 
gauntlet of qualifying for grant 
funding and no change orders 
have been formally approved 
either by the committee or the 
council. 
The savings from the deletion 
of the Mission Hills lines 
“should just about balance out 
the (extra cost of) the trash,” 
Flood said. The other change 
orders have been for smaller 
amounts and also tend to 
balance each other, he and 
Gustafson indicated. 
“Dollarwise. I don’t think 
they’re going to change the 
dollar amount (for the project) 
to speak of,” the project 
engineer said. 
Gustafson said that another 
moderate sized change order 
involved enlarging a domestic 
water main serving the plant 
and relocating it. The change, 
which will add $20,000 to the 
plant’s cost, will double the 
capacity of the water main and 
allow it to also be used by future 
industrial developments that 
locate across from the sewage 
plant on Central Ave. The 
change order, said Gustafson, 
eliminates the need to rip up a 
relatively new street in the 
future to install 1,300 feet of 
water line. Central Ave. will be 
resurfaced in coordination with 
the completion of the plant. 
A change order that shaved a 
few thousand dollars from the 


project’s cost was the reloca­ 
tion of a planned trunk sewer 
line from Vandenberg Village 
from under the pavement of 
Floradale Ave. to alongside the 
road. This eliminated the need 
to tear up Floradale and repave 
it. 
The City of Lompoc will pay 
about $2 million of the cost of 
the system, aided by a $1.5 
million sewer bond issue 
overwhelmingly passed by local 
voters in Nov., 1972. The Park 
Water Co. will pay about 
$550,000 to connect homes and 
businesses in Vandenberg 
Village to the system. About 87 
per cent of the cost is being paid 
by the state and federal govern­ 
ments through antipollution 
grants. 
It became obvious that Lom­ 
poc was in sewage trouble in 
1972 when the growing city was 
pumping over two million 
gallons of sewage per day into a 
sew age tre a tm e n t plant 
designed to handle only 1.7 
million gallons. The new plant 
will have a dry w eather 
capacity of 5 million gallons of 
sewage per day, including 4.15 


million gallons from Lompoc 
and 850,000 from the Village at 
peak capacity. Engineers say 
the population of these areas 
will almost double to about 
43,750 before this level is 
reached. The plant is being 
built. Flood said, to allow 
another phase of plant con­ 
struction beyond that to bring 
its capacity up to 10 million 
gallons per day. This, he said, 
would serve a Lompoc Valley 
area of about 87,500 people.

Insurance 
bill goes 
to Brown 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
major reform bill designed to 
hold down the soaring cost of 
malpractice insurance rates 
paid by physicians and avert 
another doctors’ strike has been 
sent to Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. 


Final legislative approval oc­ 
curred Tuesday in the As­ 
sembly when Democrats aban­ 
doned a last-ditch effort to 
rewrite the measure (AB1) 
authored by Assemblyman 
Barry Keene, D*Eureka 


The action came a day after 
the proposal was approved by 
the Assembly 57-20 but its tran­ 
smission to Brown was blocked 
by a motion by supporters of 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy to have the vote recon­ 
sidered 
McCarthy, 18 other Demo­ 
crats and one Republican had 
voted to put the bill (AB1) into 
a Senate-Assembly conference 
committee to iron out what 
‘ they called "serious deficien­ 
cies" in the legislation. 
They were overridden, howe­ 
ver, by Republicans and other 
Democrats. McCarthy and As­ 
semblyman John Knox, D- 
Richmond, who filed the motion 
for reconsideration, abandoned 
the effort when it became ob­ 
vious they couldn’t round up the 
support needed to send the bill 
to conference. 
"The votes were not there," 
McCarthy said. "You win 
some, you lose some.” 
He said follow up legislation 
to remedy what he termed 
"serious problems" in the bill 
would be pressed. 
McCarthy said problems de­ 
manding correction ranged 
from including Nevada and 
Santa Cruz counties in the bill 
to repairing incomplete senten­ 
ces. 
The bill would expand the 
number of public members on 
the state Board of Medical Ex­ 
aminers, which licenses doc­ 
tors to practice, and beef up the 
board’s disciplinary authority. 
The legislation also would 
reduce the statute of limita­ 
tions for filing malpractice 
suits to three years from the 
date of treatment and place a 
$250,000 ceiling on non-economic 
malpractice awards, such as 
for pain and suffering. 
The bill would restrict attor­ 
neys’ fees to 10 per cent of all 
awards over $200,000.

board faces 


Senate 
SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Former Cesar Chavez assistant 
Leroy Chatfield is in some 
danger of being rejected by the 
Senate as a member of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s new 
farm labor relations board and 
the governor is campaigning 
hard to prevent it. 
Chatfield. who also served as 
Brown’s director of administra­ 
tion. faces the most serious 
threat of being denied Senate 
confirmation of any of the five 
appointees to the board, agreed 
senators and others following 
the issue. 
Also expected to draw consid­ 
erable opposition is Roman 
Catholic Bishop Roger Mahony 
of Fresno, the board chairman. 
However, because of the im­ 
mense influence wielded by the 
governor. Brown was given the 
edge by both supporters and op­ 
ponents in the battle. 
Democratic Senate leaders 
said the confirmation would be 
brought to a vote when the 
governor was confident all five 
nominees would be approved. 
Brown’s office said the vote 
"very likely” would be today. 
Establishing state-supervised 
secret ballot elections for 
farmworkers after a decade of 
field strife has been Brown’s 
pet project and he has 
orchestrated every move from 
the start. Confirmation of the 
board would be a crowning 
step. 
Chatfield served as adminis­ 
trative officer for Chavez’ 
United Farmworkers in 1972-73 
and because of that background 
is vigorously opposed by the 
Teamsters and grower organi­ 
zations. Mahony, secretary of 
the U.S. bishop’s committee on 
farm labor, is likewise chal­ 
lenged for what opponents con­ 
tend is his pro-Chavez leaning 
One senator said Brown was 
lobbying for confirmation by 
portraying the board as a 
"mosaic” that would be spoiled 
if all five parts were not left in 
place. Brown’s Press Secretary 
Bill Stall agreed with the 
characterization.

Sources of Energy—No. 1 o f a series 
If it rained all the time, 
electricity would be cheaper. 


F*G&E employs five sources 
of primary energy—oil. natural 
gas. natural steam i geothermal i. 
nuclear fuel and falling water 
i hydro power l — to turn t urbo- 
generators which produce the 
electricity for its interconnected 
network system. They are

Recent developments in solar 
power show interesting promise, 
but its use as a major source is. 
at best, many years awav. l'ulal 
and wind power are still in 
limited development, and may 


never become practical lor 
large-scale commercial use. but 
research continues. 
The demand for electricity 
continues to grow, partly 
because population itsell con­ 
tinues to grow. In I‘>74 alone, 
about l(K).tXH) more jvople were 
added to P G & E ’s service area. 
Energy conservation efforts 
must continue, but conservation 
efforts alone will not eliminate 
our need to build ahead today 
for your tomorrow.

Peace implementation talk 
now under way in Geneva 


United Press International 
Egyptian and Israeli military 
negotiators have begun talks in 
Geneva, on implementing the 
new Sinai Desert peace agree­ 
ment. 
The two delegations — work­ 
ing under a two-week deadline 
— met for nearly three hours 
Tuesday in the first day of 
talks. The next session was to 
be this morning 
The meeting marked the first 
direct negotiations between 
Israel and Egypt since Janua­ 
ry, 1974, when the two sides met 
in Geneva to discuss disengage­ 
ment of their armies along the 
Suez Canal. 
Finnish Gen Ensio Siilasvuo, 
commander of the U N. peace­ 
keeping force in the Middle 
East, chaired the talks between 
the Isra e li and E gyptian 
military groups 
The two sides must work out 
in tr ic a te d e ta ils of the 
redeployment of forces in the 
Sinai, the widening of the buffer 
zone between their armies and 
other specifics of the peace 
agreement signed in Geneva

Diplomatic observers in the 
Swiss city said there were clear 
indications both Israel and 
Egypt want to settle outstand­ 
ing issues as quickly as possi­ 
ble. A protocol will be signed at 
the end of the negotiations. 


In Tel Aviv, Israeli Defense 
Minister Shimon Peres said the 
first Egyptian personnel will 
advance in the Sinai by Oct. 1. 
He said Israel expects to pull 
back its forces on schedule. 


“We will be able to meet the 
tim etab le though it is a 
crowded schedule, 
Peres told 
reporters Tuesday on a tour of 
the Sinai. 
He said Israel would first pull 
out of the Ras Suder region on 
the Gulf of Suez, 69 miles north 
of the Abu Rudeis oil fields. 
Israel has agreed to give up the 
oil fields as well as the Gidi and 
Mitla mountain passes in Sinai. 


Under terms of the interim 
accord negotiated by Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, the 
first phase of the Israeli 
withdrawal must begin within 
two weeks of the start of the 
military talks in Geneva. 
The agreement calls for the 


whole process of redeployment 
of forces to be completed within 
five months. 


Hoffa's son 
says father 
is dead 


DETROIT (UPI) - For more 
than a month, James Hoffa’s 
son steadfastly maintained his 
father was still alive. 


But 
the former 
Tuesday, 40 days after 
Teamsters union 
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president vanished, the younger 
Hoffa said publicly for the first 
time he believed his father was 
dead. 
“I don’t think we’ll ever see 
him again,’’ James P. Hoffa 
said. 
“ I think he was assas­ 
sinated.” 
Although he did not say exact­ 
ly what changed his mind, the 
younger Hoffa indicated it was 
the length of time Hoffa has 
been missing. He also said he 
doubted investigators would 
ever find his father’s body. 
Hoffa disappeared July 30 
after telling his family he was 
going to a suburban Detroit 
restaurant for a meeting with 
three men. He was last seen in 
the restaurant's parking lot. 
Despite earlier statements by 
federal investigators and rank­ 
ing officials that they believed 
Hoffa was kidnaped and slain, 
Hoffa’s son and daughter, Mrs. 
Barbara Crancer, consistently 
expressed optim ism their 
father would be found. 
The prediction Tuesday by 
Hoffa's only son came as a 
grand jury investigating the 
case entered its sixth day of 
hearing testimony. 
The grand jury appeared to 
turn its investigation to reports 
Teamsters President Frank 
Fitzsimmons was in Detroit 
just days before Hoffa’s disap­ 
pearance and met with two 
reputed Mafia figures. 
Appearing before the grand 
jury were Peter Larco, co­ 
owner of a restaurant where the 
Fitzsim m ons m eeting a l­ 
legedly took place, and Ed­ 
mund Lalonde, an employe of 
the motel where Fitzsimmons 
reportedly stayed. 
Fitzsimmons was elected in 
1971 to succeed Hoffa after Hof­ 
fa was jailed for conviction on 
mail fraud and jury tampering 
charges. 


Wallace signs 
death penalty 


MONTGOMERY. Ala (UPII 
— Gov. George Wallace says he 
hopes to “see some electrocu­ 
tions in this state" now that he 
has signed into law a bill restor­ 
ing the death penalty in 
Alabama 
“There are a lot of bad white 
folks and a lot of bad black folks 
who ought to be electrocuted,” 
Wallace told reporters Tuesday 
as he signed the bill. 
“ I hope w e’ll see some 
electrocutions in this state.” 
The bill reinstates the death 
penalty for murder when any of 
a variety of aggravating cir­ 
cumstances are present, but 
allows the trial judge to reduce 
the sentence to life imprison­ 
ment if he feels circumstances 
do not warrant death 
Black members of the state 
legislature filibustered against 
the bi l l , 
c l a i mi n g 
the 
discretionary provisions would 
be unfairly applied against 
blacks. Wallace disagreed. 
“This bill can be applied 
without discrimination,” he 
said, “and will be. I’m sure, by 
the courts and juries involved.” 
He said blacks now serve on 
juries in the state. 
Black legislators succeeded 
in delaying the effective date of 
the law for six months, by 
which time they hope the U S 
Supreme Court will have struck 
down similar laws in other 
states

In Louisville, Ky., where

for busing, white students are 
being bused through an al­ 
phabetical arrangement. For 
example, children whose last 
names start with “ w” are 
bused in the 5th and 10th 
grades Blacks are bused ac­ 
cording to their geographical 
area. 
Parents know in advance 
which years during a student's 
entire school career he or she 
will be bused to achieve racial 
balance. 
A majority of white students 
will be bused two years out of 
their 12 in public schools 


A majority of black students 
will be bused eight out of 12 
years they are in public schools 
The rest will be bused nine 
years out of 12. 
In Houston, busing is not 
mandatory although the school 
district provides transporta­ 
tion 


Under these programs, stu­ 
dents volunteer to attend the 
magnet school. They choose 
which school they will attend 
and if they don’t have transpor­ 
tation. they are bused there

WASHINGTON (UP!) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee voted Tuesday to plow 
under 
farm 
in vestm en t 
schemes that businessmen and 
other nonfarmers use to shield 
income from taxes. One shelter 
is called the “Mexican vegeta­ 
ble rollover ” 
Tax shelters from investment 
in farm operations keep about 
$100 million annually out of the 
Treasury, according to the 
committee, which is working on 
major tax revisions 
Farmers who make $20.000 or 
less in nonfarm income can 
continue to claim deductions in 
connection with their farm in­ 
come 
The existing law permits in­ 
come and losses from farming 
operations to be counted dif­ 
ferently for tax purposes than 
other types of income In the 
case of the so-called “Mexican 
vegetable rollover,“ immediate 
tax deductions can be declared 
on the expenses in planting 
vegetables in Mexico’s warm 
climates late in the year. As a 
result, the income from the 
crop is not counted until later 
and ultimately those and other 
farm profits can be taxed at 
more favorable rates. 
Shelters are available in cat­ 
tle feeding, eg g s, horse 
breeding, orchards, timber and 


Christmas tree production.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Lynette 
“Squeaky” Fromme 
told one of the judges who 
sentenced Charles Manson that 
she was “going to do something 
desperate” about two months 
before she was arrested for 
pointing a loaded 45 at Presi­ 
dent Ford 
Miss Fromme wrote a ram­ 
bling letter in June to Superior 
Court Judge Raymond Choate, 
in which she seemed to blame 
herself for Manson's imprison­ 
ment and seek atonement. 
About a month later she called 
him at his home, talking murki­ 
ly about “all this killing,” the 


judge said Tuesday. 
She talked and wrote in the 
sometime incoherent manner 
of members of the Manson 
family. The judge told the Los 
Angeles Times he thought she 
might be threatening him and 
his family. 
In the telephone call, “she 
said she wanted to talk to me 
because she was going to do 
something desperate,” the 
judge said. “At first I thought 
she was going to kill herself, 
but she specifically said she 
didn't mean suicide.” 
He said she asked about his 
four children and how he felt 


about “all this killing.” When 
he asked her what she meant, 
she said the killing in Vietnam 
and " th e k illin g of the 
ecology.” 
He reported the incidents to 
the district attorney s office. 
He was interviewed by sheriff’s 
investigators, he said, telling 
them that “I thought she was 
capable of violent activity, but 
it was so unpredictable that it’s 
impossible to imagine what 
that activity might be 
Choate presided at Manson's 
trial in 1971 for the murders of 
musician Gary Hinman and 
ranch hand Shorty Shea. 


Manson was already under 
death sentences for the seven 
Sharon Tate-Labianca murders 
when he was found guilty of the 
two additional slayings. 
Choate imposed two life 
sentences, calling the sex-and- 
drug guru a “whining, com­ 
plaining delinquent and small 
time car thief with an aversion 
to work.” 
The judge recalled Miss 
Fromme and her companion 
Manson follower. Sandra Good, 
had called him at his home 
often during the trial, and she 
had tried several times to see 
him privately. He refused, the 


judge said, although he did once 
see her in the presence of his 
clerk and bailiff, urging her to 
“stop following that man and 
get herself straightened out.” 
and giving her a donut. 
In a four-page letter from 
Miss Fromme received in June, 
she recalled the visit and the 
donut, and said Manson had told 
her to see the judge 
She 
seemed to blame herself for the 
subsequent sentencing of Man­ 
son 
“Five years ago I could have 
spoken to, you of what was new 
upon this world, but I was in 
fear,” she wrote. ”1 could have 


shown you his (Manson's) spirit 
... Instead I played father- 
daughter game with you and 
took my rebellious child opinion 
and sent him to prison with it. 
“My own judgment is heavy 
for this and I realize it more 
each day. I buried Manson in 
my own fear ... I can’t sleep 
much until I right my wrong ”

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Salvage 
plan for 
N.Y. set 


ALBANY, N.Y. (U PI) - 
Gov. Hugh Carey today had the 
legislation for a $2 3 billion 
scheme to salvage New York 
City from default signed, sealed 
and delivered. 
His next task was to begin 
showing the nation's municipal 
bond market he could provide 
the leadership to set the city's 
money affairs in order. 
Meeting with reporters Tues­ 
day, Carey was guardedly op­ 
timistic. He said, "Signing of 
the bill into law does not imply 
that we have all the compo­ 
nents in place.’’ 
He said talks were under way 
with the savings bank and life 
insurance industries to provide 
a $150 million share of a neces­ 
sary $250 million commitment 
from the financial community. 
Commercial banks had agreed 
to provide $100 million. 
On the bond market, Munici­ 
pal Assistance Corp bonds, is­ 
sued earlier to pay New York 
City’s bills, rose in value Tues­ 
day following passage of the 
financial rescue plan. 
But trading in the MAC bonds 
was slow. Investors apparently 
wanted more time to determine 
whether the latest plan will 
solve the city’s financial 
problems on a long-term basis, 
one dealer said. 
The governor planned confer­ 
ences with his advisers in New 
York City to pick his three ap­ 
pointees to a newly created 
board to take over from Mayor 
Abraham Beame management 
of the city’s financial affairs. 
Plans were to convene the first 
meeting later in the week. 
The board is one of the key 
points in the legislation 
Meanwhile, state officials 
looked to Washington for some 
hint federal guarantees for 
municipal bonds would be 
forthcoming, ensuring a viable 
bond market in the coming 
critical months of the restruc­ 
turing of New York City’s 
finances. 


Insurance 
challenge 
predicted 


PASADENA (U PI) - The 
president of the California Trial 
Lawyers Association Tuesday 
said medical malpractice legis­ 
lation now in the Legislature 
would be challenged in the 
courts as unconstitutional if it 
becomes law. 
Elmer Low of Pasadena, 
head of the 5.100 member 
group, said the bill provides 
“ unequal potection of the law” 
to victims of medical malprac­ 
tice. 
“This bill will be constitution­ 
ally attacked in the courts 
because of the special immuni­ 
ty it gives doctors and the un­ 
equal protection of the law that 
it gives victims of medical 
malpractice," Low said. 
He cited a provision of the bill 
limiting recovery for pain and 
suffering in such cases to 
$250,000. 
He said it would confer a 
special immunity on doctors 
whose insurance companies 
would not have to pay as much 
for pain and suffering as they 
would in other types of 
negligence cases. 
He also attacked a provision 
for arbitration of cases. He said 
patients would be asked to sign 
consent forms and the doctor 
would have the right to refuse 
treatment if the forms were not 
signed. 
“ A patient gives up his con­ 
stitutional right to trial by jury, 
and it’s coercive." he said. 
The bill also provides that at­ 
torney fees be sharply cur­ 
tailed for awards over $200,000. 
Low said this may work to a 
client’s disadvantage if a 
lawyer is tempted to settle a 
case instead of going to trial for 
a higher award.

SEATTLE (UPl) - The state of 
Washington. King County and city of 
. Seattle are getting ready to tighten the 
, pressure on the American League by 
reinitiating their twice postponed multi* 
■ million dollar lawsuit against the league 
•, and its owners 
Lawyers for the three parties original* 
, ly filed the suit seeking damages over 
the way the one-year Seattle Pilots of 1969 
suddenly became the Milwaukee 
Brewers in 1970. They are officially silent 
as to the merits of the case, their 
chances of winning it and the amount of 
; damages they could expect to collect. 
However, State Attorney General 
Slade Gorton said “definitely not” when 
asked if there was any chance Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn or the American 
League could win another postponement. 
The trial of the superior court case, 
first postponed after a jury was selected 
in early 1974. is on the docket to resume 
Jan. 12 


Both sides had agreed to call off the 
suit on the condition that a major league 
baseball team be assured Seattle by 1975. 
But construction of the King County 
domed stadium here suffered setbacks 
and the plaintiffs agreed to give the 
league until 1976 to bring a team here, 
via transplant or expansion. 
In the interim Seattle has had repeated 
assurances from Kuhn and AL president 
Lee MacPhail that they are doing 
everything they can to return baseball to 
Seattle. But nothing definite has been ac­ 
complished 
The city, state and county would 
rather have a baseball team than a one- 
shot court judgment, even though it’s 
been said the damages could run in ex­ 
cess of $20 million in treble damages. 
With the recession possibly bottoming 
out and baseball attendance perking up, 
four groups have emerged in recent 
months with varying amounts of ready 
cash. 


Rioters, Klan 
put 'Roto-Rooter' 
on the hot seat

NEW YORK (UPI) — Charlie Ruter is the kind of guy who 
does things only one way, the right way, and that’s probably 
why people don’t warm up to him in a hurry. 
Gradually, they do, though, and in time they even get to 
love him the same way our U.S. track and field athletes did 
after they went to the People’s Republic of China with him 
four months ago. 
Charlie Ruter is an AAU official, but don’t hold that 
against him. He was manager of the team that went over to 
China and every morning rain or shine, you could set your 
watch by it, good old Charlie would get up on his feet, walk to 
the center of the dining room and announce in that drill 
sergeant’s voice of his what time you had to make the bus, be 
at the track, eat your dinner and have your bags outside your 
room. 
At first Charlie’s ear-piercing announcements terrorized 
some of the athletes, especially the younger ones, but then 
they grew used to them and even looked forward to them. 
The kids called Charlie Ruter “ Roto-Rooter” because he 
was always strictly business and everybody on the team 


knew if you ever got funny with him. he could clean your 
clock. 
He’d also be the first to help you out. Members of the team 
knew that because they had seen him do it so many times. 
When it came down to that, Charlie was color blind. Black or 
white made no difference to him. 
Nothing has changed much in four months. 
As assistant superintendent of transportation in Jefferson 
County for Louisville’s Board of Education, Charlie Ruter is 
trying to get the job done the only way he knows how, the 
right way. 
It has been a little rougher for him than usual the past few 
days ever since a court order calling for school desegrega­ 
tion was implemented. 
Rioting broke out last Friday and 200 persons were hurt. 
Next day Gov. Julian Carroll of Kentucky called out the 
National Guard to help keep order. That’s what Charlie 
Ruter is trying to do, too, working anywhere from 16 to 18 
hours a day. 
“ My job is trying to coordinate the routing of buses taking 


black students from the inner city out to the schools in the 
white suburban areas,” says the tall, gray-haired, 55-year- 
old Ruter, who used to play basketball for Western Kentucky 
in the days of colorful, towel-waving E.A Diddle. 
Charlie Ruter has been having trouble getting bus drivers 
since Friday’s rioting. 
"Can you drive a bus?” he asked me "They’ve been put­ 
ting a lot of heat on our drivers with threats and cross burn­ 
ings. That’s right! Cross burnings. We’ve got the Ku Klux 
Klan down here stirring up things, too. Yeah, I’ve got some 
threats myself. I’m used to ’em by now ” 
Charlie is up by 5 every morning and by 6 he’s busy in the 
black communities, coordinating things the way he did with 
the U.S. track and field athletes in China, making sure the 
school children all board the buses to which they have been 
assigned. 
Charlie Ruter says the white and black school kids in 
Louisville are getting along fine. 
"It’s the parents who are causing all the problems,” he 
says.

Baseball's hottest team 
Why Robby got a reprieve

Frank Robinson may be the perfect squelch to that age-old 
baseball policy of firing the manager to juice up a slumping 
ballclub. 
As late into the season as July 29, Robinson’s Cleveland In­ 
dians were in the American League East cellar along with 
the lowly Detroit Tigers. And had Frank Robinson been 
anyone other than Frank Robinson—baseball’s first black 
manager in his first season as a big league pilot—he’d have 
undoubtedly been fired. 
Instead. Indians General Manager Phil Seghi issued the 
usual “ Frank’s doing the best job under the circumstances” 
vote of confidence and Robinson, who everyone knew 
wouldn't be fired anyway, remained. 
That was six weeks ago though, and today, Robinson’s In­ 
dians are suddenly the hottest team in baseball, one game 
under 500. winners of five straight games and 10 of their last

“ Two months ago, I didn’t think we’d be this close to .500 
at this time of the season,” Robinson said Tuesday night 
after the Indians posted a 3-2 victory over the Boston Red 
Sox in 10 innings to run their record to 69-70.

No one's sacred 
at cutdown time

There are still times when Steve Carlton ranks among the 
best pitchers in baseball. 
Unfortunately for the Philadelphia Phillies, those times 
were too few and far between. 
Carlton, a former Cy Young Award winner whose career 
has been extremely erratic, pitched the Phils back into se­ 
cond place in the National League East Tuesday night when 
he beat the St. Louis Cardinals 6-2 on a six-hitter. He also 
contributed a two-run double during a four-run sixth inning. 
But while there are times like Tuesday night when the 30- 
year-old left-hander resembles the pitcher who won 27 
games for a last place club in 1972, there have been too many 
times this year when he has looked more like a batting prac­ 
tice pitcher.

Their names read like a "Who’s Who” 
of National Football League players but 
for the most part this year they’ll just be 
spectators. 
National Football League clubs had to 
cut to 46 players Tuesday and many of 
the names involved were in the All-Pro 
category. 
The injury-ravaged Miami Dolphins 
placed middle linebacker Nick 
Buoniconti and safety Dick Anderson on 
injured reserve, meaning they must sit 
out the season. Cornell Green, long one 
of the top safeties in the NFL, announced 
his retirement from the Dallas Cowboys 
and Jim O’Brien, a national hero when 
his field goal in the final seconds gave 
Baltimore a Super Bowl victory, wdTcut 
by the New York Giants. 
Coaches made like jugglers as they 
trimmed and traded to reduce their 
rosters. They’ll have to go through it one 
more time, too, since the 43-man limit 
for the regular season goes into effect 
next week. 
Buoniconti was extremely unhappy 
about the move. He broke his wrist in 
several places last week and must wear 
a cast all season. He would have been un­ 
able to play for a month. 
“ I think the owners have put 
themselves into a corner with this rule,” 
Buoniconti said. "There’s no room for a 
guy who will be out for five or six weeks. 
They did it as an economy move but I 
don’t think they used good judgment. The 
rule makes it more difficult for the 
players, too, because you’ll see guys try­ 
ing to play who might not be recovered 
from an injury. 
“ But it’s not the end for me. I’m not 
going to retire. I just don’t feel like I 
should. My caliber of football doesn’t 
warrant retiring. I feel good mentally 
and I feel strong.” 
Green, who like Buoniconti is 35, said 
he felt he could no longer put up with the 
rigors of pro football.- 
"I thought about retiring last year,” 
said Green, who will work with the Cow­ 
boys’ scouting department. "I said I 
would come back this season and would 
stay if the young players did not come 
through. Once training camp started and 
I started doing those drills I kept looking 
around to see which one of those 
youngsters was going to help me out.” 
O’Brien, who went to Detroit before 
being obtained by the Giants, was in a 
kicking derby but lost out to George 
Hunt. He also was unable to make it as a 
wide receiver. 
There were more big names in the 
news. Tight end Marv Fleming, the only 
man ever to play for five winning Super 
Bowl teams, was dropped by Washington 
along with veteran fullback Charlie 


Evans. Detroit placed former Heisman 
Trophy winner Steve Owens on the 
“ inactive injured list” putting him out 
until mid-October. The Lions also cut 
veterans Bob Pickard, Carl Capria and 
John Saunders. 
Quarterback Jim Plunkett of the New 
England Patriots underwent shoulder 
surgery and could be out anywhere from 
one to two months. Bobby Bell, Kansas 
City’s former All Pro linebacker, was 
placed on waivers on his own request 
when he lost his starting job to Ken 
Avery. The Chiefs also obtained offen­ 
sive lineman Randy Beisler from San 
Francisco for cornerback Nate Allen and 
cut veteran defensive tackle Tom 
Keating.

OAKLAND (IJP I) - The 
Oakland Raiders - especially 
head man A1 Davis an)J Coach 
John Madden—are getting a lit­ 
tle tired of the .same old script 
"The way we wind up each 
year," moans Davis, "is like 
catching a rerun on television 
After a while you get the feeling 
you don’t want to watch 
anymore” 
Madden is even more frus­ 
trated 
He has produced six 
straight superior teams but has 
not been able to grab the only ti­ 
tle that means anything— 
champion of the NFL 
"We thought we were on the 
way last year after we beat 
Miami in the playoffs." says 
Madden, "but I guess it simply 
wasn’t m^nt to be 
I don’t 
want to take anything away 
from the Pittsburgh Steelers 
becau.se they accomplished 
what we failed to do but in my 
heart. I know we were a better 
team last year” 
Over the last dozen years, the 
Raiders have compiled the best 
won-lost record overall in pro 
football but in all that time they 
have gone to the Super Bowl 
only once—and lost 
In their 
planning the only goal worth 
reaching is another Super Bowl 
appearance and their first NFL 
title. 
To that end. nothing has been 
spared in preparations this 
summer 
The club had no 
weaknesses to speak of last 
year and there won't be any this 
fall If anything, the Raiders 
could be stronger than the team 
that went 12-2 in 1974 
For one. quarterback Ken 
Stabler should be better, if it’s 
possible to improve on his 1974 
accomplishments which includ­ 
ed 26 TD passes among 178 
completions for 2.469 yards 
For another, wide receivers 
Fred Biletnikoff and Cliff 


Branch will be back plus Mike 
Siani, who got hurt early last 
year and had to fight for playing 
time when he was better And 
Bob Moore at tight end provides 
an added target for Stabler The 
passing game, without ques­ 
tion. is Oakland's chief offen­ 
sive weapon and why not. since 
it's the one of the best in pro

In a copyrighted interview 
with KTVU television. Susan 
Atkins, now imprisoned for 
first-degree murder for the sl­ 
ayings, said the cult of young 
persons who lived under the 
leadership of Manson began as 
an “illuskMi of love” which 
became warped because of con­ 
stant drug uae. 
‘i f you keep taking it (LSD) 
and you keep Uking it and you 
keep Uking it, pretty soon the 
masks are all going to fall off 
and that evil is just there and 


it’s going to have a free reiin of 
whoever gets into it,” Mlsa 
Atkins said. 
“I know with me evil un­ 
cloaked itself for a brief period 
in front of the world in such a 
horrible, horrendous way that I 
feel everybody can learn 
something from it.” 
Miss Atkins, who worked as a 
topless dancer when she was 18, 
said that by the time she met 
Manson he made sense “but 
only in relation to my warped 
mind through drugs already.” 
She said Manson also was a 
“victim” of his heavy use of 
drugs.

The Navy has 
been watching the ship but “the 
vessel is in international waters 
and they can do whatever they 
Fraud 
brings 
sentence 
SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
former {M'esident of U.S. Finan­ 
cial Inc., a now defunct real es- 
Ute firm, was sentenced Tues­ 
day to seven years in prisim for 
conspiracy and securities 
fraud. 
John Halverson pleaded no 
coQtest in May to charges of 
conspiracy, mail fraud, fraud in 
the sale of securities and filing 
false statements with the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
William Enright denied a 
request by Halverson’s at­ 
torney to change his no contest 
plea to not guilty. Enright, who 
called Halverson a “major 
manipulator in a massive 
dectption,” said “a significant 
number of people have been 
hurt quite severely and finan­ 
cial loss has been enormous.” 
The SEC said during an in­ 
vestigation of the firm, it found 
stock had been manipulated and 
millions of dollars in false 
orofits from real estate deals 
had been reported. 
The company has been in 
bankruptcy proceedings since 
July. 1973. 
“My actions may have been 
morally wnxig and 1 may have 
exercised poor judgment in 
some cases but my behavior 
was not criminal,” Halverson 
ttid. 
“I believed it was in the best 
interests 
the shareholders of 
the corporation.” 
Robert H. Walter, founder of 
the company, has pleaded no 
contest to charges of conspira­ 
cy and filing a false report with 
the SEC. He will be sentenced 
Nov. 24 and faces a possible 
leven-year term. 
Halverson was also sentenced 
to a five year term for mail 
fraud and two years for false 
statements to the SEC. both to 
be served concurrently with the 
(йЬег sentences.

Park Zoology Director Pat 
Quinn said the new rhino’s 
father, 9-year-old Dutch, was 
the first white rhinoceros ever 
born in captivity. 
Quinn said it is not common 
for the animals to breed in cap­ 
tivity. He noted, however, that 
they have made a tremendous 
comeback since the 1930s when 
only about 90 existed in their 
native Natal province in South 
Africa. 
The white rhinoceros was 
taken off the world’s rare and 
spBcies list in 1970, 
to Quinn, after the 
animals flourished to more than 
1.800 in that province akme.

Gov. Julian Carroll says he will 
file a claim with the federal 
government for the costs Ы ac­ 
tivating the Kentucky National 
Guard to halt disorders against 
court-ordered busing. 
C lasses were conducted 
calmly Tuesday and attendance 
increased 15 per cent over Mon­ 
day.

Louisville Mayor Harvey Slo- 
ane said he wants the nearly 
1,000 guardsmen to remain on 
patrol across trouble areas of 
the city and county at least 
through the weekend. 
“We’re not out of the woods 
yet.” he said. 
The governor, who said there 
would have been no trouble in 
the city and county if the 
federal court had not insisted 
on forced busing, announced 
Tuesday: “I am going to hold 
the United States government 


accountable for all the costs 
that the state of Kentucky has 
incurred by virtue of bringing

TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - 
Israeli peace campaigner Abie 
Nathan said Tuesday he will try 
to sail his “peace ship" loaded 
with 10,000 flowers through the 
Suez Canal next week. 
Nathan, whose ship is an­ 
chored In international waters 
somewhere lir-ihe Mediter­ 
ranean, said his eighth attempt 
to pass through the canal was 
being made as "a people-to- 
people gesture.” 
The one-time Israeli Air 
Force pilot and restaurant 
owner said his plan was to 
reach the Egyptian city of Port 
Said Sept. 15. Yom Kippur on 
the Jewish calendar. 
He said that day was 
specifically chosen because it 
marked the second anniversary 
of the start of the October 1973 
Arab-Israel war and “ it’s 
meant as an act of peace on the 
same day.”

Sarychev, a "research vessel” 
over 200 feet long and equipped 
with sophisticated electronic 
eavesdropping devices. 
The rust on its white hull in­ 
dicates it has been on station 
for a lengthy period, the report 
said. 
The newspaper reported ear­ 
lier that the Glomar Explorer, 
used by the CIA to reUieve part 
of a sunken Russian submarine, 
is being readied for a missimi in 
the same waters to recover or 
destroy listening devices 
planted on the sea floor by Rus­ 
sian spy vessels to gather in­ 
telligence on Navy missile 
tests. 
Some of the devices may have 
been planted over 12 years ago, 
the report said. 
The Defense Department has 
confirmed that tests will b^in 
later this year in the area of &n 
Clemente Island of the Trident, 
a multi-warhead missile with a 
4,000 mile range designed to be 
fired from submarines. Other 
new missiles have been test 
fired from ships th e r e 
throughout the year. 
The Glomar Explorer con­ 
ducted secret tests off Catalina 
Island last month. The Tribune 
reported the tests were in 
preparation for removing the 
Soviet iistening devices from 
the ocean floor before the U.S. 
missile tests begin.

Unnecessary hearing 


At a time when all county 
taxpayers are greatly con­ 
cerned over their upcoming 
tax bills, it is also a time to be 
concerned over the growth of a 
county 
d e p a r t m e n t a l 
bureaucracy. 
The county’s Office of En­ 
vironmental Quality is man­ 
dated by law to provide warn­ 
ings on projects that could be 
carried out with disastrous en­ 
vironmental impacts. There is 
no question that such a depart­ 
ment with such an objective 
should exist. 
However, there is great con­ 


cern among some county of­ 
ficials over the procedures 
employed by the OEQ in 
achieving their objectives. 
Planning Commissioner 
Robert C. Lilley of Lompoc 
last week severely criticized, 
for example, the separate 
public hearings called by the 
office on matters that are 
heard by other county bodies 
such as the subdivision com­ 
mittee, planning commission, 
board of supervisors and ap­ 
peals. 
Lilley feels, and rightly so, 
that the OEQ hearings are an 


exercise in duplicity and a 
hardship on applicants seeking 
changes and relief in zoning, 
development and other mat­ 
ters. 


North County residents are 
particularly affected in being 
required to travel to the 
county center several times 
for the same purpose. 


The Lompoc commissioner 
urges that the OEQ hearings 
be combined with the Planning 
Commission hearings and we 
see no reason why they should 
not be.

Wasting radioactive waste 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Looking 
down the pike, perhaps the most serious 
environmental problem facing this na­ 
tion — and the world — is disposal of 
radioactive waste. As more reactors are 
built and more electric power produced, 
the amount of this dangerous material 
which must be stored for thousands of 
years staggers the im­ 
agination. 


One would think that 
rational men would be 
putting a major effort 
i n t o i m a g i n a t i v e 
proposals for detoxify­ 
ing the waste, reduc­ 
ing the amount to be 
handled or in finding 
controlled uses for the 
material. 
The effort, however, 
has so far been trivial. 
The attitude in the ex­ 
ecutive circles which make the decisions 
is to dispose of the waste, and the 
problem by hiding, forgetting that over 
the long haul, this is an impossibility, un­ 
less we ship the stuff to the moon and 
dump it, which would be a 
crime in 
itself. 


There are. however, practical avenues 
open for solving the problem. 
It has now become theoretically possi- 


ble, with the proper use of lasers, to 
separate one isotope from another 
relatively cheaply. It should be possible, 
therefore, with som e research, to 
develop simple, economical ways to 
separate the dangerous radioactive 
material in the waste of nuclear power 
plants from the vastly larger body of 
material with which it is mixed, thereby 
reducing the amount of matter which 
must be safely and expensively stored by 
90 to 95 per cent or more. This step alone 
could make the waste manageable. 


But the search for solutions should not 
end there Radioactive isotopes have a 
wide range of established uses in in­ 
dustry, m edicine, agriculture and 
research. It would be well worthwhile to 
spend an extraordinary amount of time 
and effort — involving some of this 
country’s top scientific brains — on 
finding large-scale uses for particular 
radioactive isotopes in nuclear waste. 
The waste might be disposed of at a 
profit, or at a minimal loss. 


There are other possibilities which 
promise partial solutions. Experiments 
should be conducted on ways to destroy a 
major portion of the radioactivity by 
converting some of the isotopes into 
other non-radioactive types, perhaps 
bombardment with some sub-atomic 
particle. 


Nuclear energy is not the only field in 
which closed minds stand in the way of 
solutions, of course. After several years 
looking into the problem s that the 
government faces in policing and con­ 
trolling pollution, I am convinced that, in 
the end. this nuisance will be effectively 
reduced only when we find practical and 
possibly profitable uses for a sizeable 
share of the pollutants. Otherwise con­ 
trol will become too costly in its effects 
on our economy and thereby on our lives. 


This is not to abandon our efforts at 
bringing 
pollution 
within 
tolerable 
limits. It is rather to find another, more 
practical and effective road. 


The same approach would apply equal­ 
ly in the energy field. The big savings in 
the coming five to 10 years will come not 
from increased production but from us­ 
ing energy more efficiently. In some 
manner then there should be rewards for 
those industrial and private consumers 
who develop or adopt more efficient 
ways of using energy and a strong effort 
made to ease the red tape and other ob­ 
stacles which stand in the way of innova­ 
tion. It is ridiculous, for example, to 
penalize a company, as has been done, 
for spending considerable sums of new 
techniques or for antipollution devices 
by arbitrarily raising tax rates, based on 
the increased capital value of the plant.

Tax appeals board faces busy session 


Major changes in state and 
federal laws will enable a 
greater number of students to 
receive financial aid for educa­ 
tion while attending college 
next year, according to Meg Ur- 
bach. Director of Financial 
Aids at Allan Hancock College. 
T he 
BEOG 
(B a sic 
E ducational 
Opportunity 
Grant) program, which has 
previously provided aid for stu­ 
dents with full-time enrollment 
status only, has been revised to 
include aid for most half-time. 
*4 time and full-time students, 
and most veterans who will at­ 
tend college next fall, she said 
Those students who were not 
previously eligible for the 
BEOG. will be eligible this 
year, provided they were not 
enrolled in any college, or 
vocational/technical school at 
any time prior to April 1, 1973. 
Veteran’s, too, will feel the 
impact of legislative changes in 
the program. Previously, 
benefits under the G1 Bill were 
considered as being directly 
available to meet educational 
costs. Now Veteran’s funds will 
be considered as a part of the 
total family income 
This 


change w ill make many 
Veterans eligible to receive 
Basic Grant funds in addition to 
their GI Bill 
Certain benefits, such as 
Social Security and Veteran’s 
entitlements are now con­ 
sidered a s part of the family’s 
or individual resources, rather 
than being availab le for 
educational costs, as in the 
past 
Changes in the BEOG 
program will make it possible 
for most of these students to 
receive their normal benefits in 
addition to certain financial 
aids, she explained. 
Increases in the cost of living 
are also considered as part of 
the individual and family ex­ 
penses each year. 
Forms are available from the 
financial aids office at Allan 
Hancock College, or will be 
mailed upon request Students 
will receive notification of their 
status by mail.

Local Agency Formation 
Commission, after a three-hour 
public hearing in Solvang on the 
environm ental and other 
aspects of a Solvang incorpora­ 
tion petition, continued the 
hearing to Thursday, Sept. 18, 
in Santa Barbara. 
The commission, with four of 
five members present, voted 
unanimously to ask the Board 
of Supervisors to appropriate 
$3,000 of a $5,000 price tag -

The Board of Supervisors 
seems to have made a wise 
choice last April on their own 
behalf in refusing to accede to 
requests of taxpayer groups and 
dissolve the County Tax Assess­ 
ment Appeals Board, whose 
members are now paid to do 
what the supervisors did for 
free. 
The final compilation of tax 
assessment appeal applications 
now in show a total of 290, ac­ 
cording to the office of the clerk 
of the board. 
Hearings on the certified ap­ 
peals will begin in October and 
stretch on for months, it is 
believed. 


The talk had been that the 
supervisors could once again 
pick up the burden at no cost to 
the taxpayers because the peak 
appeal load was a thing of the 
past, at least for a time. 
But 290 appeal cases — if all 
are heard — can make for a lot 
of work, even with the board 
conducting hearings as much as 
three days a week 
Last year, the board heard 
251 appeal cases, quite a reduc­ 
tion from 1973 when 682 appeals 
were filed on some 800 parcels, 
due for the most part to water 
moratoriums and their effects 
in Goleta and Montecito water 
districts. 
Appeals board members get 


$100 per day for a full day and 
$70 for days when the .board 
works less than four hours. Ex­ 
penditures last year for board 
service totaled some $4,500 in­ 
cluding mileage for the Santa 
M aria m em b er, D en n is 
Dalliston. Other members are 
chairman Osborne Brazelton, 
Santa Barbara, and Mrs. 
Patricia Jones, Goleta Valley. 
Alternates are also available if 
regular members cannot be on 
hand. 
Meanwhile, county super­ 
visors who raised their own pay 
5 per cent last June in line with 
increases given other county
